II. Copying the Game Disk 



A. The front side of the game disk is copy protected. The 
back side is not protected and you should make a copy 
of this side using the program COPYA on your DOS 3.3 
disk.

I . Follow the instructions in Section III. A. to start the 
game. When the prompt appears to "TUm disk over then 
press any key" remove your game disk and insert the 
copy you made of the back side of the original game 
disk, then press any key. Put your original disk away in a 
safe place. You will not need the original until you start 
the game again at another time. 



IIL Beginning Play 



A. Starting the game 

1. Turn the computer off If it Is on. 

2. Make sure a write protect tab is installed on the game 
diskette. 

3. Insert the game diskette into Drive 1, lat>el side up. 

4. Follow normal loading procedures. If you are not 
familiar on how to start the computer, consult your owners 
manual t>efore attempting to start the game, 

5. If everything is all right the red light on Drive 1 will 
come on and in a few seconds you will see: 

Please wait, game loading... 

A series of dots will print out to let you know the 
loading is proceeding normally. 

6. When the game has finished loading a prompt will 
appear at the bottom of the screen: Turn disk over then 
press any key. Follow this instruction and the game will 
be ready to play. 



B. Screen display 

1 . When the game finishes loading you will see: 
Room Name MzO S:0 

The Room Name will change as you move throughout 
the adventure, indicating which room you're in at the cur- 
rent time, the moves will update each time you make a 
valid move. The score will increase as you solve problems 
as described in your manual. 

At the top of the screen there will be text followed by the 
prompt: >> 

At this point you can type in commands as explained in 
your manual. 



IV. Saving and Restoring Your Game 



You must format save game diskettes from 
within the game program using the "Format" com- 
mand. Formatting a disiiette with this command will 
destroy all contents on that diskette. 

You can abort a Save, Restore, or Format at 
any time by pressing <ESC>. 
A. Preparing Save Qame Diskettes 

1. At the prompt ">>" type in "Format". You will see:

3. Insert a blank diskette in the drive you have selected, 
then press any key. The drive will spin for at>out 30 sec- 
onds then you will see:

then press any key. 
The formatting failed: 

Formatting aborted 

Insert game diskette in Drive 1, 
then press any key. 

b. If you formatted the diskette in Drive 2, and 
the format was successful:

c. If the format was aborted, and the problem isn't co- 
vered in the message printed out consult section V. Trou- 
ble Shooting. 

B. Saving Your Qame 

1 . You can save your game any time during the game 
when you see the ">> " prompt. Just type "save and you 
will see the following prompt: 
Press <ESC> to abort 
Position (0-9) (Default 0): 

a. Enter the numt>er of the position you want to save, or 
press <retum> to accept the default drive. After your 
choice you will see: 
Insert save disk in Drive 2, 

then press any key to begin

c. Insert the save diskette in the drive you have 
selected, then press any key. The drive will spin for 
several seconds, then you will see: 
If you save to Drive 1, and 
The save was successful;

Insert game diskette In Drive 1, 
then press any key.

2, If the save was atx>rted consult section V. Trouble 
Shooting. 

C. Restoring Your Game 

1 . The procedure for restoring a saved game is identical 
to the atxjve instructions for saving a game. At the prompt 
">> " type Restore", then follow the save game instruc- 
tions. 



V. Output to the Printer 



Make sure the printer Is on before you type 
**printer" or the program will lock up. If the printer Is 
connected but not turned on, you can turn the 
printer on and the program will unlock. If you en- 
tered the command "printer" but do not have a 
printer connected to slot No. 1 you will have no 
choice but to turn off the computer and restart the 



program. (*Nake sure and save games often.*) 

A. Type "Printer" at the prompt ">>", to receive a hard 
copy of your game while playing. 

B. Your printer must l>e connected to slot Mo. 1 and turned 
on t>efore you enter the command "Printer". 

C. To stop printing, at the prompt ">>" type "Printer" 
again and the printing will stop. 



VL Troubleshooting 



A. If any problems arise in loading the game or during a 
save or restore operation check the following items. 

1. Check that the game diskette is in Drive 1 with the 
\abe\ side up and that the disk drive door is closed. 

2. If saving or restoring make sure: 

a. The save diskette is in the proper drive. 

b. That it does not have a write- protect tab on it. 

c. That it has been formatted from within this program 
with the "Format" command. 

3. Check the diskette for visible signs of damage.
